Half Million Quit Work 
in Berlin Gity 


London, January 30.—All the work« 
men in the Kiel shipyards and in the 
Vulean works at Hamburg, and 
thousands of miners in the Rheiuisch 
Westphalian districts struck on Mon- 
day, according to the Berliner Vossis- 
che Zeitung. 

Nearly 500,000 persons are already 
on strike in Berlin and the number is 
being added to hourly, the Exchange 
Telegraph correspondent at Copen- 
hagen telegraphs, under Tuesday's 
date. The movement is being ex- 
tended to the provincial towns. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
Politiken, of Copenhagen, reports that | 
the strikers have formed a workmen’s 
council of 500, with an “acting com- 
mission” of ten men and women, in= 
cluding Hugo Haase, the Independ- 
ent Socialist leader, and Philip 
Scheidemann, the majority Socialist 
leader. 

Other members of the commission 
include George Ledebour and William } 
Dittman, Independent Socialists, and | 
Frederick Ebert and Herr Braun, ! 
majortty Socialists, the dispatch adds, 

The commission, it js said, asked 
Herr Wallraf, the minister of the ins| 
terior, to grant permission for the 
holding of meetings, Herr Wallraf, it 
is said declared he would not uegos| 
tiate with the workmen but would res 
ceive Socialist members of the pars 
liament. Herr Scheidemann, Herr 
Hasse and two workmen went to the 
minister of the interior and informed 
him of the action of the commission, 
demandivg unanimously that negoti- | 
ations take place in the presence of 
the workihen.

The University of Saskatchewan 
has probably one of the largest, if 
not the largest, collection of farm 
implements on the North American 
continent for demonstration pur- 
poses. This collection has been got 
together in four years, and consists 
of weneeieally every. implement that is 
on sale in Western Canada. Exclu- 
sive of tractor3 and small engines, 
the value of the exhibit exceeds $35,- 

The machines are replaced from 
time to time with newer and more up- 
to-date models, so that the farmer 
can compare all the latest makes of 
farm machinery without being har- 
assed by any agent to buy his par- 
ticular machine. Two of the profes- 
sors of the university and other ex- 
Perts in charge of the exhibits are 
glad to help anyone to compare the 
different machines, pointing out the 
principal differences and advantages 
claimed by the makers for the various 
types, any farmers are now buy- 
ing larger machinery in order to in- 
crease their production and _ before 
buying they go to the university to 
look over the different makes, as well 
as to find out the principles on which 
the machines work, and the points to 
be observed in adjusting and operat- 


ang. them, 

le men who take the short 
courses in gas engines also get work 
in farm machinery, this being an es- 
sential part in farming with gas en- 
gines,

Experiences such as these among 
Alberta farmers can be multiplied. 
They have possibly a better feed for 
their hogs. Barley is an exceedingly 
satisfactory crop; the yield is big 
and the grain is remarkably plump 


and heavy. The labor required in 
other parts to produce an acre of 
corn will produce several acres of 


magnificent barley. Hogs fed on this 
barley, with dairy waste and possibly 
some roots, can be turned into bacon 
{and hams much superior to the corn-

Millionaires are more numerous in 
America than they are in Great Brit- 
ain, but the multi-millionaires of 
Great Britain are more numerous 
than the multi-millionaires of Ameri- 
ca. In other words, the millions of 
America are more evenly distributed 
amongst the very wealthy as a class, 
than the British millions amongst the 
wealthy of Great Britain. 

Only ten people in the United 
States have as much as $125,000,000 
each. In Britain 79 people have each | 
as‘much money. Nine citizens of the 
United States have $100,000,000 each. 
Great Britain has 68. Only 14 peo- 

le in the United States own amounts 
rom $75,000,000 to $100,000,000, but 
Great Britain has 45 of these. There |

U. S. Casualties Total 1,394 

Up to December 1, according to fig- 
ures obtained from official records in 
Washington, 1,394 members of the 
military forces of the United States 
had died, had been wounded, or had 
been reported as captured or missing. 
The data cover the period from the 
day war was declared last April. Of 
thie total mortality there were 937 
deaths from natural causes and 352 
accidental deaths. Eleven were kil- 
led in action and 18 have been lost 
at sea, none of them from the trans- 
ports carrying troops to France be- 
cause of enemy attacks, Causes of 
the deaths of 30 men have not been 
ascertained. This casualty list is for 
all American forces—in Europe, in 
home camps and in_ island posses- 
sions.—Minneapolis Tribune.

_ The necessity for close co-opera- 
tion between all the English-spcak- 
ing peoples and also the moral and 


|rational justification of such a com- 


bination, are recognized by all who 
have devoted serious thought to the 
problems of the future and are will- 
ing to face the world as it really is. 
In Germ#ny, and also-in Japan, such 
an association is widely considered to 
be inevitable. But the question still 
remains what, if any, outward form 
shall this essential co-operation take. 
As the Germans deny the reality of 
the world community and base their 
policy upon the assumption of an 
inherent antagonism between juxta- 
posed States, they cannot conceive of 
this future relation as other than an 


offensive and defensive alliance of 


the older type with its aggressive and | 


selfish purposes. To them the pro- 
ject is merely the expression of self- 
regarding, but entirely justifiable,

But an as- 
sociation of this character, 
ance of governments, would mark no 
real advance to a better international 
future. Unless it were an alliance of 
peoples based upon their common 
ideals as well as upon the common 
needs, it would be an ephemeral ar- 
raugement. Fortunately the spiritual 
foundations exist.

jhas expressed it: “The more closely 


the two peoples come into contact, 
the better they get to know each oth- 
er, the more I believe it will be ap- 
Parent to each not only that they 
speak the same language, but that 
they use it to mean the same things, 
that they both have the same idea of 
freedom and liberty, and desire the 
same sort of world in which to live.” 
A popular democratic alliaffce based 
upon such like-mindedness points the 
road to new types of political asso- 
ciation which will permanently 
unite under a common law different 
nations and states.

government, and twenty-seven are 
contracted for by the imperial muni- 
tions board. 

The cost of the material that must 
be applied to the completion of the 
ships now under construction in the 

rovince will, it is estimated, approx- 
mate $1,700,000. 

In order to finance the shipbuild- 
ing undertakings, actual and contem- 

lated, the British Columbia Manu- 
acturers’ Association is endeavoring 
to secure from the Dominion gov- 
ernment what it terms a “shipbuild- 
ing loan.”

To Control Price of Fish 


Food Controller to Take Steps to 
Prevent Fishermen Withholding 
Supply for Higher Prices 


The food controller will not allow 
any evasion of his order fixing max- 
imum prices for western caught fish. 
Information has been received that 
fishermen on a western lake have 
300,000 pounds of white fish on ice 
and that they refuse to market it at 
the price named by the food con- 
troller. A telegram was sent to them 
Stating that unless the fish were mar- 
keted, the food controller, in order 
to prevent waste, would take posscs- 
sion of the entire catch and dispose 
\of it in the public interest. In case 
| this action became necessary, the 
\price paid for the fish would not ex- 
ceed the maximum price fixed by 
the food controller. 

Steps have also been 
vent itinerant dealers from the U. S. 
diverting the fish supply across the 
international boundary by offering 
|Prices in excess of the maximum 
\prices. An official has been appoint- 
{ed by the food controller to investi- 
gate such complaints and the com- 
missioner of customs has instructed 
the local collector of customs to 
withhold permission for the exporta- 
tion of fish to the United States firms 
concerned until it has been proved 
that the food controller’s regulations 
are being strictly observed. 

Following the receipt of requests 
that the price of winter-caught fish 
from the southern Saskatchewan 
lakes be fixed, the food controller has 
lea & that the prices for such fish 
must not exceed by more than one- 
half cent per pound the maximum 
prices which he fixed recently for 
fish from the Big River district of 
| Saskatchewan, The food controller 
|has also fixed a maximum price of 
two cents per pound, f.o.b., primary 
|railway shipping point, for mullets 
from any waters in Manitoba, Sas- 
|katchewan or Alberta. 

On and after Jan. 1, it will be il- 
legal for any person, other than a 
fisherman or retailer, to deal in Can- 
jadian fish to an amount exceeding 
il, pounds in any one month with- 
out first obtaining a license from the 
food controller. A regulation to this 
jeffect, which has been signed by Mr. 
Hanna, brings under the license sys- 
tem all persons conducting a whole- 
sale fish business.

American Red Cross Will Retrieve 
| Health and Happiness for 
Them 


The war has made terrible inroads 
on the next generation in France, A 
birth rate already alarmingly low has 
fallen to a point where France in a 
single 


ear—the second of the war— 
suffered a net loss of almost 2 per 
cent of her population. The Red 
Cross has sent three groups of spec- 
jalists and nurses to France to en- 
gage in educational and hygienic 
work throughout the country to help 
check the increase in 
tality. 

The children who were 


infant mor- 
born just 
before the war in the devastated dis- 
tricts lave lived through such fright- 
ful experiences as to rob them of 
anything approaching normal growth 
and development. fe is marvelous 
that they survive at all. To take 
these children from the peril of 
bombs and gas and unnumbered hor- 
rors, to keep them in bodily safety 
under devoted and intelligent care 
until they can be sent back to their 
homes or relatives, is the purpose of 
the Red Cross children’s work, For 
this purpose several centres have 
been established behind the lines, At 
one such centre six hundred child- 
ren were gathered together from vil- 
lages which had been bombarded. 
They are now housed in a comfort- 
able Red Cross barracks, provided by 
the French government, under the 
care of an American specialist and 
American Red Cross nurses. 

From another centre of children’s 
work a travelling dispensary mount- 
ed on a small motor truck is making 
the circuit of the surrounding — vil- 
lages. The shower bath which this 
motor truck carries gives many of 
these youngsters the first bath they 
have had for many months, The Red 
Cross is caring too, for children who 
have been exposed to’ tuberculosis 
and for the children, often sick and 
miserable, who come back to France 
with the repatriated prisoners from 
behind the German lines after months 
jof undernourishment and neglect,

Nameless Atrocities are Committed 
by the Hungarians 


Has the boasted “Kultur” of the 
Teuton undergone any change in the 
course of this war? He is only the 
more fixed in his conviction that 
“frightfulness” pays. Witness his hid- 
eous brutality to the unfortunate 

easantry in Italy who have _ fallen 
nto his hands. Nor are the Aus- 
trians or Hungarians far behind 
their leader in devilry. The veneer 
worn by the Austrians and Magyare 
in times of peace, and their less 
gross personal habits, caused them 
to be judged less strictly on their 
deeds. In all the crimson records of 
fiendish oppression and savage blood- 
thirstiness of this war neither el- 
gium nor Armenia has worse to shaw 
than Bosnia, Slavonia and Serbia, In 
a speech relivered on October 17 last, 
in the Austrian parliament, by Dr. 
Tresic-Pavicic, a Dalmatian politician 
he there publicly charged the govern- 
ment with atrocities to its own sub- 
jects, as well as to Serbs and Monte- 
negrins, as horrible as the worst in- 
famies perpetrated by the German 
Soldiery, On the outbreak of war 
the Hungarians (Magyars) let loose 
a tempest of destruction on their 
Slav fellow citizens. All the national- 
ly enlightened, responsible and hon- 
est elements of the male population, 
said Dr. Tresic-Pavicic, were arrest- 
ed, interned, imprisoned, ruined, con- 
demned to death, executed; the very 
young and the aged were fated to dje 
of hunger, the remainder were terrét- 
ized, demoralized and dishonored. 
Some of the details he gave are al- 
most too horrible for publication, The 
following passages in his speech are 
quoted from “The New Europe”: 

“The autocrat of Bosnia, Gencrab 
Potiorek, ordered all Serbs to be re- 
moved from the frontiers of Bosnia, 
and his orders were carried out. The 
inhabitants of the village of Sirce, 
when they reached Mount Rudo, 
were forced by their guards to dig 
their graves and to lie down quietly 
each in his own. Many women lay 
down with ther children at their 
breasts. The soldiers did ndt shoot 
them all at once, but one by one. 
The living had to heap earth upoy 
the dead until their own turn came 
to be covered by the soldiers. 

“At the village of Golubinci the 
soldiers with thcir bayonets drove 
the people into the courtyard of the 
school, and there shot them down 
like hares at a shooting match, 
Human imagination cannot picture all 
the methods employed to kill these 
people. They Were shot down by tha- 
chine guns, drowned in the Save, tied 
to hayricks, which were then set on 
fire. Outside Zubac 28 people were 
hanged without trial, at Trebinje 102 
in all, and of these 39 for the excel- 
lent reason that they were notable; at 
Foca 71 for the same reason. A 
single Magyar battalion had 1,000 
yards of rope with it when it was 
sent from-Sarajevo to the frontier, At 
Tuzia over 300 Serbs were seen hang- 
ing on the trees. The whole Serbo- 
Montenegrin frontier has been almost 
cleared of its population and trans- 
formed into a desert.” : 

While such things are done, 
while autocratic governments can 
make such a hell of this fair earth, 
there can be no peace, The free 
countries of the world, now happily 
banded together to  extirpate this 
evil, cannot relax their efforts for 
one moment.—“Canada,” London,

Where the 
men who fought at Mons—the first 
hundred thousand, the best army of 
its size the world ever saw—led_ in 
heroism and _ achievement, their 
brothers from all parts of the er- 
pire have followed. The standard 
they raised has been kept flying, and 
the inspiration they supplied still 
dominates the fighting forces,—To-

Lost its aclanast 


Is Fast Losing Its Picturesque and 
Romantic Features 


Attentive readers of the war news 
must have noticed that the dispatches 
describing the work of the aviators 
on the various fronts no longer deal 
to any such extent as in the past with 
single combats, man to man. This 
means that aerial warfare, like that 
on land, has developed in an unex- 
pected direction and is fast losing its 
picturesque and romantic features.. 

he fliers, nowadays, do ‘compara- 
tively little of the solitary hunting 
for solitary antagonists that gave 
them’ fame as‘“aces.” Instead, they 
work in carefully organized groups, 
the members of which are expected 
to show, not independence and initia- 
tive, but the ability to carry out with 
exactness plans minutely laid out for 
them by superiors who never quit 
the ground, 

Each member of the group has an 
assigned part and place in its oper- 
ations, and usually they are divided, 
some flying at a great height, some 
at a moderate one, and the rest up 
only a few hundred feet. In other 
words, they have “flanks,” just as do 
terrestrial fighters, but flanks are up 
and down, not right and left.
